And from what appears in Hiſtory and 
Chronology, I believe the Difficulty is ſo 
great, that it will puzzle them r 
Many other Writers in this our Cantro- 
Vverſy, beſides the 5 75 of Litchfield, ſuch 
as, Dr. Clarke, Dr. Marſball, Mr. Whiſton, - 
and Mr. Sykes, have to their Power urged 
_ this Prophecy againſt the Author of the 
Grounds. And indeed it was unavoidable, 
and not to be paſsd over in Silence by 
them; ſince that Author with his Infinua- 
tions had objected the Obſcurity of this 
Prophecy, the Difficulty of its Applicati- 
on, and the Difference amongſt Expoſitors 
in the Computation of the Times menti- 
on d in it. It muſt be own d, that among 
Free- Thinkers, ſuch an Objection will be 
of Weight; and therefore the ſaid Writers 
againſt the Grounds, were in the right 
ont, almoſt every one of them to con- 
tend for the Truth of this Prophecy, and 
to illuſtrate it; and if they had all jump'd 
in their Numerical and Chronoloy ical Noti- 
ons, with the leaſt ſhew of Exactneſs, they 
had done ſomewhat to the Purpoſe.

Was not only the s Cädtion af the Fathers 

nicely to diſtinguiſh What in Prophecy re- 
lated to his Firſt, and what to his Second 
Coming; but it was their Opinion, that 
many, very many Prophecies. beſides. this 
before us, would receive their Accompliſh- 
ment in both his Advents ; in his Firſt k 
_ imperfectly and more obſcurely, but in his 
Second moſt clearly and perfectly: For the 
Proof of this I need but put my Readers 

in Mind of that univerfal' Opinion of the 
Primitive Church, that Chriſt's Firſt 
Comitg was but Type and Figure of his

Chriſt, it was but to work a Converſion & 
the Fews in their Times, upon whom this 
Prophecy muſt neceſſarily have Influence, | 
becauſe of the Mention of their Aſeſſab in 
it, if with any tolerable Exactneſs of Com- 
putation and Interpretation, they could 
but apply it to our Feſus ; but for all that, 
the clear Completion and Underſtanding of 
Daniel's Weeks, and the other Parts of the 
Prophecy, was: reſerv'd for Chriſt's Second. 
Coming. And even thoſe Fathers who 
ſtrove hard to ſhow the Completion of this 
Prophecy at Chriſt's Firſt Coming, found 
themſelves perplexd with Difficulties in 
Interpretation, that were not to be ſolved 
but at his Second; and moreover own d, 
that there were ſome Particulars in the Pro- 
phecy that ſolely referr d to, and were not 
To be accounted for before that Time; as 
will appear from what follows.  ' 
Origen, though a famous Allegoriſt, ad 
conſequently à renown'd Interpreter of 
prophetical Scripture , was himſelf for 
ſhewing the Completion of this Prophecy 
: of Daniel at Chriſt's Firfi Advent, as St. 
Ferome * ſays. And though his Srromat a, 
* iu which he endeavour d to do it, are un- 
0 ily loſt, yet I doubt not but he per: 
form d admiral well to tus TOI ; and 
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bis Work, if it had been now extatir, 
would have given great Light to our mo- 
dern Interpreters of this Prophecy. But 
bor all that, Origen was unqueſtionably a 
|| Believer of the myſtical Extenſiveneſs of 
Daniel's Weeks, and the whole Prophecy 
before us, to Chriſt's Second Coming, as 
may appear from his Commentaries on St. 
i Matthew ; where, though he refers to this 
Propoecy of Daniel, and underſtands it of 
j| Chriſt's Firſt Advent, yet he preſently 
comes over us again, and ſays, that ſuch 
an Application of the Prophecy he 
made for the Sake of thoſe (whether 
Jews or Chriſtians) who might be affect- 
ed with it; but for others who are for My- 
ſtery, and the Sublimity of Scripture, 
there was another and more Spiritual In- 
terpretation to be made of it, with Re- 
ſpect to Chriſt's Second Coming: And 
then begins with the Abomination of De ſo- 
lation, ſpoken of in this Prophecy, which

From 
which Inſtance alone it is madifeſt, that 
Origen was more intent on another and 
mote extenſive Taterpretation of Daniels 
Prophecy, than was the Completion of it 
at Ohriſt s Firſt Coming, or it was abſurd 
in him to give this Senſe of the Abomina- 
tion of Deſolation, which he underſtands 
of Anti-Chriſt. And if the Place of St. 
Matthew here before Origen had carr 8 
him farther into the Interpretation of ; 
niels Prophecy before us, as it relates ws 
Chriſt's future Advent, I dont doubt but, 
he would have made charming Work on t. 
But. beſides this, there are many other Paſ- 
ſages in Origen s Writings, that ſhall be
